In alphabetical order, here’s a 
list of series currently in produc- 
tion, along with projected on-sale 
dates 

EARTHLORE: THE LEGEND 
OF BEK LARSON™ — B&w, 
$1.80, bi-monthly. Written by 
Chris Henderson and Peter 
Palmer; illustrated by Russ Stef- 
fens. It’s not _a story of elves or 
unicorns or singing dragons; this 
is, instead, a gutsy saga of an 
Earth long past, in which future 
political figure Bek Larson is trap- 
ped in the past, surrounded by 
hostile natives who have the co 
lonial warlords on the run. Look 
for Gargor, a changeling; an elder 
troll woman; a warrior poet; a 
supposed Prince; a powerful 
sorceress; and those from the 
future who wish Bek Larson dead.

EARTHLORE: REIGN OF 
THE DRAGONLORD ™ — 
B&W, $1.80, bi-monthly. Writ- 
ten by Chris Henderson and Peter 
Palmer; illustrated by Kevin B. 
Farrell and Jim Fletcher. In the 
same time as BEK LARSON, 
another saga is brewing, with dif- 
ferent characters. This series 
rotates on a bi-monthly schedule 
with BEK LARSON, leading to an 
eventual confrontation which will 
tie together both storylines. Or 
sale in October. 

EX-MUTANTS™ — B&W, 
$1.80, monthly. Written by 
David Lawrence, illustrated by 
Ronald Lim and Mike Witherby. In 


accrisis-torn world after a suppos- 
ed atomic war, hideously mutated 
creatures roam the radioactive 
lands. A mutated scientist, realiz- 
ing what mockeries of humanity 
they have become, experiments 
on five of these creatures — tur- 
ning them into five perfect human 
specimens: four female, one 
male, to repopulate the race 
across the planet.

And #4, most likely, is the special 
2-D issue, complete with on-the- 
back instructions on how to 
create your own 2-D glasses!

As we zeroed in on some food 
several stops away, | began to 
wonder if, perhaps, we should 
make the jump — and actually 
produce and publish it! My mind 
was Clicking away. 

“| can see it now," | said. 
There'll be four gals and one guy 
— for proliferation of the species, 
as an allegory to the proliferation 
of these stupid comic titles!" 

My boss-to-be slugged me, 
although he remembers it 
differently. 

The next morning, we were on 
the phone to two sources — Carn- 
piti & Associates, who produces 
more packages of comic books 
than any other source in the na- 
tion for various publishers, and to 
TriCorp Enterprises, Inc., who 
handles licensing and separations 
and print brokering and all that 
sort of fun stuff. 

We should have known. 

David Campiti went off and con- 
tacted David Lawrence [with a 
first-issue_‘'helping hand” from 
Anthony Pereira) to write, and 
two of his most dependable can- 
tract artists, Ron Lim and Mike 
Witherby, to draw. He wasn't 
thrilled with the name (or, we 
later learned, the “silly concept’’) 
— but he set out to make it really 
WORK as a good comic book! 

The $$$ we put into its 
development were worth it. The 
story was strong, built with lots 
of action and adventure, as well as 
plenty of heart. Ron Lim's 
OrientaLinfluenced art meshed 
well with one-time Marvel and 
Deluxe Comics inker Mike Wither- 
by’'s skillful embellishing — you can 
see the results now. We love it! 

And we think Ron Lim's women 
are...interesting, as well. It makes 
me glad that part of the idea was 
mine. 

Frankly, when we saw the par- 
tial script and the sample pages, 
we were a little embarrassed with 
ourselves; the book was too good 
to anchor its potential with our 
pee vemporas ty commercial 
name. So the Publis shortened 


it to EX-MUTANTS, and we've 
been enjoying each batch of pages 
as they come through. 

We can’t stress strongly 
enough how important a 
thoroughly professional product 
is, if we hope to garner the 
respectability a full-budgeted 
comic book company needs. 
That's why we're glad to have Bob 
Pinaha and Steve Oliff on board. 

Robert Pinaha is one of the 
most dependable professional let- 
terers in the business, tackling 
work at DC, Deluxe, Comico, 
Sirius, and elsewhere. The first 
sign of ‘'fannishness’’ is poor let- 
bs ah with this project han- 
died by Campiti & Associates, 
they'd sooner refuse to do the 
book than let it fail on account of 
less-than-professionaHevel letter- 
ing. Enter: Bob! 

And Steve Oliff needs no in- 
troduction, but we'll introduce him 
anyway. Steve is, perhaps, the 


: finest process-colorist in the 


American comic book business — 
and he's tackled work for Marvel, 


* Eclipse, Pacific, Sirius...and now 


us. We're proud, and glad, to 
have Steve at our helm, handling 
coloring for many of our covers. 

That's right — “many.” If you 
skipped the editorial on the inside 
front cover, go back and check it 
out; we've a full line of books on 
the way, in full-color as well as in 
black-and-white. And it all hap- 
pened when our backers saw how 
well EX-MUTANTS was turning 
out!
